General Information 


Time—The sale will be held on Monday, October 9, 1944, at 1:00 p. m. 


Location—The Robert Tudor Farm, one mile East and one mile South of Vaughns- 
ville, Ohio. Vaughnsville is at the junction of State Highways 12 and 115. 


It is twelve miles North of Lima on Highway 115 and six miles west of 
Columbus Grove on Highway 12. From Delphos, Ohio, take U. S. Highway 
30 Northeastward to Highway 12, then six miles East on 12 to Vaughnsville. 


Headquarters—The Argonne Hotel at Lima, Ohio, will be headquarters before 
the sale. Transportation will be furnished from the Hotel to the sale in the 


morning and back to the Hotel after the sale. 


Guarantee—The guarantee recognized by The American Shorthorn Breeders’ 
Association will cover the cattle sold in this sale. Every animal has passed a 
test for T. B. and Bang’s disease and health certificates will be furnished for 


interstate shipment. 


Bids—Those wishing to buy at this sale but who find it inconvenient to attend 
may send buying orders to Will Johnson of The Shorthorn World, 37 Island 
Ave., Aurora, Illinois; to C. K. Tomson, Secretary of the American Shorthorn 
Breeders’ Association, 7 Dexter Park Ave., U. S. Yards, Chicago, Illinois;

Pedigrees—A certificate of registration in the American Shorthorn Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation herd books will be furnished with each lot sold and the certificate will 
be transferred to the buyer without cost to him. Applications for registry, 
properly signed, will be furnished for each calf sold at foot beside its dam 


and for each unborn calf sold in dam. 


STANDARD GUARANTEE OF AMERICAN SHORTHORN 
BREEDERS’ ASSOCIATION 


1. Proper care must be given by purchaser to protect breeding 
qualities and health of guaranteed animals. 


2. All bulls are guaranteed breeders provided they are not 
allowed to serve when under 14 months of age or allowed to run 
with the herd when under 20 months of age. In case of failure of 
a bull to be a breeder notice shall be given to the seller within 
six months of date of purchase or by the time the bull is twenty 
months of age if purchased under fourteen months of age. 


3. With the exception of heifers sold under 14 months of age, 
all females are guaranteed breeders. Heifers under two years of 
age shall not be served by a heavy or old bull. Cows or heifers 
sold as bred, or safe in calf, not proving to be in calf must be 
reported to the seller within three months after date of sale. 
Females over 14 months of age sold open, not settling within six 
months after date of sale, shall be promptly reported to the seller. 


4, When an animal fails to comply with the above guarantee, 
the seller has the option of substituting an animal of equal value 
to the satisfaction of the purchaser, or of having the animal re- 
turned for a trial for a period not to exceed six months. The ex- 
pense of freight in such case is to be paid by the seller. If the 
animal is then proved to be a breeder beyond doubt it shall be 
returned to the purchaser at his expense. In case of dispute the 
return of the full purchase price, without interest, to the buyer 
will be considered full settlement and satisfaction of all claims. 
No charge for feed or maintenance shall be made by either buyer 
or seller. Salvage shall go to the seller. It shall be understood 
that the same guarantee given for the first animal shall likewise 
apply to any animal later substituted. 


d. All animals are sold to comply with the laws regulating 
Tuberculosis and Bang’s Disease of the state or country into 
which they may be shipped. 


6. Certificates of registry and transfer will be furnished with 
each animal sold. A signed pedigree application for unborn 
calves should be furnished with bred females, showing names 
and record numbers of sire and dam, as well as service date. 


7. Shipments will be made as soon as possible after the close 
of the sale, but at purchaser’s risk of loss or injury after animal 
is bid off. Where cattle are sold at private treaty the above terms 
should apply as well as for sale at auction.
